The 12th, having got among fome- 
what thinner Ice, we fet fail, and 
flood over for the North Shore. In 
the Latitude 65. 10. we named 
a high Land Cape Dobbs, in Ho- 
nour of "Squire Dodds. Obferving an 
Opening to the Northward of the 
Cape, we flood in for it, defigning 
to come to an Anchor to try the 
Tides; but finding it was the Mouth 
of a great River, we run about 8 
Leagues up it, and at laft were 
oblig’d to come to an Anchor a- 
mongft broken Ice, where indeed 
we rode in the greateft Danger on 
account of the great Lodges of Ice 
that drove againit us with the Tide. 
Here feveral U/quemays came off in 
their Canoes, who faluted us with 
their Shrieks and hideous Yells, and 
brought us fome Whalebone and 
Train Oil, which they gave us for 
little Bits of Iron, of which they 
are wonderfully fond. They are 
People of a very fwarthy Com- 
Plexion, well made, vigorous and 
atlive, but, by Accounts of them, 
of favage Difpofitions, tho’ I think 
guice otherwife. They wander from 
Place to Place, and live by Hunt- 
ing and Fifhing, in which they are 
very expert in their own Way. Du- 
_ Ting our Stay in the River Wager 
we kill’d a good many Deer; we 
_ Were oblig’d to ftay here for 16 
Days, and could not poflibly put to 
Sea on Account of the prodigious 
Quantity of Ice. The 4th of Au- 
gat we left the River, and ftood 
| away for the Northward, being 
 blefs'd with fine Weather; we had 
a full Profpeét of the Land on each 
Side, in the Latitude 66. 30. we faw 
the Lands to ftretch away to the 
Weftward, which gave us 
Hopes, but afterwards found it to 
be nothing but a Bay Land all 
round; ‘Fhep flanding away for an- 
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other Opening on the Eaft Side, we. 
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laid the Ship to, and went afhore 
to take a Survey, from the Top of 
a high Mountain; when we could 
fee the Sea all fait froze in one folid 
Body for a Matter of 20 Leagues a- 

A way tothe S.E. and finding at the 
fame Time that the Flood Tide 
came from thence, we were fully 
confirm’d that it had a Communica- 
tion with the Eaft Sea, and that 
there was no fuch Thing as a Paf- 
fage into the Weitern Ocean, as was 

Bexpeéted. The 8th of Auguf? we 
bore away to the Southward, and 
made fome further Search about the 
Latitude of 64. Thus having tra- 
vers’d all along the Bay, the 15th 
we took our Farewel of it. The zoth 
we made the Head of the Streights; 

Cthe 26th got clear of them, and 
loft Sight of Land. In the Paffage 
from the Streights we had very 
ftrong Gales, though pretty fair. The 
15th of September we came in at 
Hoy Sound, and anchor’d in Stormnef 
Harbour.

Sez Moft melancholy Accident hap- 
% pen’d by the Fall of the large 
mu Church of Fearn in Rofsfbire in 
fey Scotland, on Sunday the roth 
Tpsm 2221 of jaft Month, during the 
Le Ss. Time of Diviae Service ; but 
as the Particulars were mot 
fully known at the End of the Month, we 
thought fit to defer the Account of it, till 
we had fome further Information; which 
was as follows: That the North Wall of 
the Church (which was a very old Abbacy in 
the Gorbic Tafte ; and the Roof cover'd with 
Fiag-Stope) clove afunder for five Foot deep 
almeft all the Length of it ; on hearing the 
Noile, the People looking up, (the Infide of 
the Wall being entire) they faw almoft the 
whole Roof coming dewn on their Heads, 
which happen’d fo quickly that no Cry was 
beard till the Noife of the Fall was over, 
and then indeed pitiful were the Cries, 
Shrieks and Groans of thofe that were under 
the Rubbith. People flock’d from all Cor- 
hers to their Relief, and fav’d as many as 
they could, As the Sarking came down al- 
moft entire, they kad great Difficulty in get- 
ting the People out. After they had done 
all they could fome Groans were ftill ‘heard, 
but they could not find out the Perfon, till 
Monday Morning, they difcover’d it to be a 
poor Woman, who was then dead; thirty- 
five were kiil’d om the Spot, and three gied 
oi their Wounds. ‘The few Houfes near the 
Church were full of dead Bodies in one End, 
and bruifed People im the other, lamenting 
their being alive, being in forgreat Milery ; 2 
TMclanchely Spectacle! Notwith{tanding mott 
of thefe that were bruis’d ape now in ai fair 
Way of Recovery; fuch’ as the Laird of 
Axchinlocb, the Minifter, who was knock’d 
down to the Pulpit by the Sounding-Board 
falling upon him, @c. What fav'd many 
was their falling uader the Tables of their 
Seats, where they remain’d till dug out ; 
tho’ where the Roof Stones fell, it cruth’d all 
to Pieces. | There happen’d to be a Sermon 
at Balmukie, an Epifcopal Meeting-Houfe, 
where Mr. Stewart preach’éd to amumerous 
Audience, elfe many more had probably beea 
at Fearn, and loft their Lives. Jt is like- 
wife remarkable, that this Misfortune | hap- 
pea’d while the Minifter was preaching in 
the Engl Toogue, and all the Highland- 
ers, as the Cuftom is, had gone out. Thofe 
that were without the Church fay, that when 
it fell, it was furreunded with a great Flah 
of Lightning, 
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From the London Gazette. 
The following is a further Account from General 
Oglethorpe, at Frederica in Georgia. 

Fuly the toth, This Day was fpent in 
going on with the Works, and fending Pare 
ties out againft the Spaniards. The Indians 
brought in one Prifener and feveral Scalps. 
July it. This Day the Spanif Fleet came 
higher up the River, and one Galley, with 
100 Men on board, aod two Half Gallies, 
row'd up with the Tide of Flood for the 
Town. The General immediately detach’@ 
a Party of the Indians to lie in Ambuftade in 
the Woods, left the Enemy, at the fame 
Time, fhould attack by Land when they ate 
tack by Water; he alfo order’d all our Boats 
to be mann’d, viz. Two {cout Boats, and 
two fmall Boats ; then lining the Banks and 
the Sides of the Works round the Town 
(which are yet unfinifh’d) with Men and 
{mall Arms, be went to the Fort, and him- 
{clf faw the Guns and Haubiteers pointed, 
and fir’d fo warmly upon the Spanifh Veffels 
that they feem'd difabled; upon which the 
General immediately went on board his Cyt- 
ter, and row’d towards them with the Boats ¢ 
they turn’d and row'd with great Precipita- 
tion to their Fleet, which lay about fix Miles 
below the Town. The General purfu’d 
them about three Miles, and then retarn’d 
the fame Eveniog with the Tide of Ebb 
The whole Spantf Fleet fell down to the 
Mouth of the Sound, about twelve Miles 
from the Tewn, quite out of Sight of the 
Town, The fame Day a Highlander, who 
had beea miffing ever fince the Grenadier 
Fight, came in with a Prifoner; he had loft 
biméfelf in the Woods purfuicg the Spaniards, 
of whom he. kill’d five, mace a fixth Pri- 
foner, and with much Difficulty found his 
Way to the Town. July 12. The General 
having Intelligence that there was a ftiil Si- 
lence in the Spansfh Camp, and a great Damp 
among the Men, order'd 300 pick’d Men of 
the Regiment, the Highland Compasy, and 
two of the Troops of Rangers, to be ready, 
and march’d at Four in the Evening within 
two Miles of the Spanish Camp, where he 
halted, and order’éd a Party to advance and 
view the Esemy’s Pofture, in order to attack 
thems whea wafortunately a Frenchman, who 
had come dowa, pretending himfelf a Vo- 
juntier, with fome of the Parties, ‘fir'd his 
Piece, and defe:ted to the Spaniards; upon 
which the General finding his Purpofe difeo- 
ver'd, ordee’d the D ums to beat the Gre- 
padiers March, and return’d to Frederica, 
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* ed 13- The General fent out Scouts by 
ad and Water, to fee what they could difs 
cover, whoare not yet return’d. 

As the following Aceount from Paris is 
curious and amfing, it will not be umaccepta- 
ble to our Readers. M. de Reaumur read a

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N our laft we took Notice of the Difpute 
in Holland relating to the Affair of the 
Prince of Orange 3 this Difpute bas produced a 
very ftrong Remonftrance by Way of Letter 
from the States of Friefland to the States 
General, which fee, p. §51- 

As the Dutch would enter into. no Meafures 
for attacking the French in Flanders, and 
even threatned, as it is faid, to declare 
againft thofe who fhould ftrike the firft Blow 
in that Country, the Britifb Forcesin Flan- 
ders, together with the Hanoverian and Heffi- 
an Troops in the Pay of Great Britain, mak-~ 
ing in all about 40,000 Men, began tbeir 
March foon after the Middle of this Month, 
for Mentz and Coblemtz, where they are to 
take up their Winter Quarters, in order 
to march in the Spring where it thal! appear 
moft proper for affifting the Queen of Huaga- 
ry, if no Peace be agreed on before that 
Time. The French being alarm’d at the 
March of thefe Troops, they have begun to 
fortify Giver, Pbiltpviile, Avennes, and Ro- 
cri, in which Places they have pyt ftrong 
Garifons, and are laying up great Maga- 
zines ; and as they are now fecure againft 
any Attack on the Side of Flanders, their 
Army there will probably march after our 
Troops towards the Rdize. 

The Duke of Lorrain, and his Brother 
Prince Charles, perceiving that the Frencb 
Army under Maillebois was to march from 
Egra, in order to facilitate their Junétion 
with their Army from Prague under Broglio, 
and knowing that in order to make this 
Junétion praGticable, the former muft march 
through feveral Paffes and Defiies in the 
Circle of Santzs, they refolved to get Poflef- 
fon of thofe Paffes and Defiles. For this 
Purpofe the Aufrian Army marched with 
the utmoft Expedition, and thereby got be- 
fore the French to thofe Pafles, whereupon 
Marthal Maiillebois found himfelf obliged to 
retreat to Egra, and Marthal Broglic’s Army 
was obliged to retreat towards Prague, From 
Egra M. Maiiebois marched with his Army 
back to Ratifbon, and from thence he mareh- 
ed and paffed the Danube, about the begioning 
of this Montb, in order to take up bis Win- 
ter Quarters in Bawaria, Upon the Preach 
Army’s retreating from Egra, the Duke of 


Lorrain detached Prince Ledcowitz with a 


large Body of Forces, to drive Broglio’s Army 
again into Prague, and to renew the Blockade 
of that City, and with the reft of his Army 
he marched after M. Maillebsis to the Dan- 
mube, which River he pafled foon after the 
French, and by our laft Accounts fram thence, 
the Great Duke at the Head of Part of 
his Army, was marched to attack ‘Count 
Sechendorff, whiltt Kevenbuller, with about 14 

@ents, went to meet Count Saxe, who 
advanced towards Deckendorf with a Corps of 
Rear 10,000 Mea, and would be followed, 
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as was given out, by the reft of the French 
Army amounting to no more than 17,00@ 
Men, which was all that was left of both 
the Armies under Marithal Mazllebois and the 
Duke de Harcourt, from whence we may 
judge how greatly they fuffered by their long 
Marches in Bobemia, and by being cotinue 
ally harafied by the Aufrian Huffars, Croats, 
Pandours, and Warradus, As M. Maiile- 
bas's ConduSt was blamed by the Court of 
France, M, Broglio was ordered to leave the 
Prague Army uoeder the Command of M. 
Bellifle, and come to take the Command 
of this Army icftead of Masliebsis, which he 
accordingly did, and is now at the Head 
of this Body of 17,006 Men wiiich is to fol- 
low the Count of Saxe; but it is thought 
they will avoid coming to a general Engage- 
ment, if polfible, 

The Diet of Sweden having taken the 
Affair of the Suceeflion to their Crown into 
Confideratioo, there appeared two Candi- 
dates for the Royal Digaity,/to wit, the 
Duke of Holfein now at the Ruffian Court, 
and the Priace of Heffé his Britannich Ma- 
jefly’s Son-in-Law ; but all the Houfes at laft 
concurred in the Nomination of the former, 
and the Senate is to fend a Deputation to 
make him the the Offer, and to know whe- 
ther he will accept of it. 

From Italy we hear that the Spanif> Ar- 
my under Count de Gaves defigned to have 
marched to take up their Winter Quarters im 
Tufcany, but their Defign being difcovered, 
Count Traum the Auffrian General made 
a March towards the Spanjb Army as far ag 
Lavino, as if he had a Defign to attack them 5 
but it was only a Feint to cover his Defign of 
fending 6900 Men into Tufeany to join the 
Great Duke’s Forces who were affembling at 
Prato, and as foon as he had done this he 
marched back to his Camp at Bwonporto. 
The Infant Don Philip has been joined by al- 
moft all the Reinforcements from Spain, and 
is preparing to make a new Attack upon 
Savoy, as the King of Sardinia is to repel 
this freth Attack. 

We had fasther Advice from Stockbolm, 
that the States of the Kingdom have drawn 
up a Capitulation, to be accepted of and fworn 
to by the Duke of Holflein-Gottorp; that the 
Diet will continue affembled until the faid 
Capitulation is prefented to the Duke, and 
his Royal Highnefs gives an Anfwer to it 5 
and that they flatter themfelves, that by 
Means of the Duke's Ele@tion, they will be 
able to make an honourable Peace with Ruf- 
fia, without being beholden to any other 
Power for its Mediation or good Offices,
